He lived in a bedsit in 
New Road. 

The two defendants 
got to know him and

clean his room for £10. 

On May 23, she asked 
to borrow £50 from him 
and he gave her his credit 
card and PIN number to 
obtain the money, but she 
withdrew £300. 

Mr Bond became 
suspicious, called the 
bank and discovered 
what had happened. 

Police later found text 
messages on their mobile 
phones indicating the 
defendants planned to 
steal from him. 

Mr Kolville said that 
on May 30, Mr Bond 
awoke in his room to find 
Richardson-Grey nearby. 

He said: “What the 
hell are you doing? Get 
out.” 

Richardson-Grey left, 
but 30 minutes later, he 
was there again and said: 
“I just wanted to speak to 
you.” 

He stole £40 from Mr 
Bond and it was later 
discovered that £300 had 
been stolen from his 
bank account.

Porthcawl man found guilty of murder 


A MAN from Porthcawl has been 
found guilty of the murder of Mr 
Nicholas Tame. 

Kevin Gwyn Syms (52) was charged 
with murdering Mr Tame at Monks Close, 
Pyle, on Sunday, December 7, 2014. 

Mr Syms had pleaded not guilty to the 
charge at Swansea Crown Court. 

In addition, his co-defendant, Ms Joanne 
Parkhouse Thomas (41) from Pyle, has also 


been convicted of attempting to pervert the 
course of justice for her part in the incident. 

Syms and Parkhouse Thomas were due 
to be sentenced at Swansea Crown Court 
today (Thursday, July 16). 

The Senior Investigating Officer, 
Detective Chief Inspector Peter Doyle, 
said: “Kevin Syms has been convicted of 
murder. 

“The family of Mr Tame are well- 
respected members of the local community 


and we hope that they will find some 
comfort as a result of the verdict that has 
been delivered today. 

“For her part, Joanne Parkhouse- 
Thomas has been convicted of attempting 
to pervert the course of justice. 

“We would like to thank the community 
for their assistance and cooperation during 
our investigation into the murder and our 
thoughts remain with the family of Mr 
Tame”.

Avalanche of protest 
against repeal of the 

hunting ban ... As the House 

of Commons still tries to get its bearings

T en years ago, 
when I was 
first elected 
to Parliament, it 
was sometimes 
impossible to open 
the front door 
because of the 
number of letters 
coming into the 
constituency office. 

We had a mail in and 
mail out book, to ensure 
letters were tracked and 
that none were missed. 
Now a handwritten letter 
is a rare occurrence. 

Turning on the 
computer to begin this 
article, I found 649 new 
emails waiting for me. 
The vast majority are 
asking me to vote 
against the amendment 
of the Hunting Act 
which is coming into the 
Commons on 
Wednesday. 

The Government is 
(for the second time) 
using a parliamentary 
procedure to introduce 
changes to controversial 
legislation. In this case, 
a statutory instrument is 
being used to amend the 
Hunting Act, to allow 
hunting with an 
unrestricted number of 
dogs. 

Over the past three 
weeks, I have received 


almost 1,000 emails on 
this issue. Around 95 per 
cent have opposed the 
change being introduced. 

The number of emails 
on this one subject 
would not normally have 
been a problem, except 
the Commons is still 
struggling to function 
effectively. 

To the watching 
public, life goes on in 
the Commons Chamber 
as before, but outside 
there is still some chaos. 
MPs who lost their seats 
have cleared their offices 
and most new MPs have 
now been allocated one. 

The next step is to 
recruit staff and obtain 
computers, printers, 
scanners and other office 
equipment. The new 
influx of Scots MPs has 
brought an unexpected 
problem, with the 
vetting and setting up of 
new staff. 

The research and 


support staff who work 
for MPs in the 
Commons, need to have 
a full security 
background check before 
they can be given a pass 
to work on the estate. 

I took on two new 
staff at the start of this 
Parliament. (My 
previous two staff left, 
one to work for a 
national charity, the 
other to work in the 
City). 

One staff member was 
easy to start up because 
he had worked for an 
MP before and so had 
security clearance and an 
old Commons email 
address, which simply 
needed reactivating. 

The second person 
had, like the staff 
employed by the large 
new intake of Scottish 
Nationalist MPs, no past 
history of working 
within the Commons and 
the system was 
overwhelmed. 

The data that needs to 
be provided for security 
vetting is extensive: 
when I offer staff a post, 
I warn them they are just 
about to learn more 
about their family 
history than they ever 
did before. 

Names and dates of 
birth, occupations, 
marital details of parents 
and all addresses lived in 
during the staff 
memb^er’s life are just 
the start of the research 
required, which is 
checked and vetted 
before a pass is issued. 

The security pass is 
then simply the first 
hurdle new staff have to 
cross. Without the 
security clearance, staff 
cannot have an email 
address and so are 
unable to access the 
parliamentary email 
system or research 
facilities. 


To say the office has 
been on slow go for the 
last few weeks is, to put 
it mildly, an 
understatement. There 
were cries of celebration 
when finally the security 
clearance came through 
for the second new 
member of staff and five 
days later we also had 
the email address. 

For those who have 
been awaiting a reply, 
we are finally making 
progress with the 
backlog, as the 
researching of data for 
replies is now much 
faster. 

This is just as well, 
since a further 15 emails 
opposing the amendment 
to the Hunting Act have 
popped into my inbox 
since I began typing. 
They show on my 
screen, no matter what I 
am working on. 

In the States, when a 
new administration is 
elected there is a three- 
month handover period, 
so that there is time to 
get people into jobs and 
systems working before 
the new Government 
takes office. 

Here in the UK, we 
pretend everything is up 
and running the Monday 
after the Friday morning 
results are in. More 
chaos will follow over 
the summer recess when 
650 MPs experience the 
roll-out of new IT 
systems in both their 
Commons and 
Constituency offices. 

The equipment is 
updated at the start of 
every new Parliament 
and by the end of five 
years is often groaning 
and falling apart. System 
failure is not uncommon 
in the Commons but can 
be even more frustrating 
in the constituency and 
involve long waits for 
repairs. So if you are 
emailing your MP and 
annoyed at the slow 
reply, hang on in there! 
One is coming soon. 

And a final update: 
another six emails 
opposing the amendment 
have come into my inbox 
since I began this last 
paragraph.

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
warning residents 
to be wary of bogus 
telephone calls that 
are being made by a 
man who falsely 
says that he works 
for the council. 

A number of 

concerned residents 
contacted the local 
authority’s Trading 
Standards service 
recently to report the 
cold calls in which the 
man claims the 

consumer has been 
involved in an accident. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “The council can 
confirm it has NOT been 
contacting residents 
regarding such matters 
and, having made initial 
enquiries. Trading 
Standards officers 
believe that these 
telephone calls relate to 
an international fraud 
and it appears likely that 
bank or card details 
would have been 
requested if the calls had 
not been terminated.” 

The warning comes 
during Scams Awareness 
Month, which BCBC 
and South Wales Police 
are jointly supporting 
throughout July. 

This year’s theme is 
‘Don’t be rushed, don’t 
be hushed’, and residents 
are being urged to keep 
themselves safe from the 
clutches of rogue 
companies and 

individuals. 

The key advice is: 
Don’t be rushed or 
pressurised into making 
a decision straight away 
to sign up to or purchase 
something. 

If a deal sounds too 
good to be true, it 
probably is. 

Beware of scams that 
tell you that you have 


won a prize. If you 
haven’t bought a ticket 
then you can’t win it. 

Your bank will never 
phone you to ask for 
your PIN or your online 
banking password. 

Don’t suffer in silence 
- speak out if you think 
you have been scammed. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
BCBC’s Cabinet 

Member with 

responsibility for legal 
and regulatory services, 
said: “These bogus 

telephone calls highlight 
the importance of us 
supporting Scams 
Awareness Month, as it 
encourages people to tell 
us about the types of 
scams they are 
encountering. 

“I would like to thank 
those who have 
contacted us to report 
this issue, as our Trading 
Standards team can now 
work with South Wales 
Police to make further 
investigations. 

“We have not received 
reports of any residents 
losing money to this 
scam, but if anyone has 
provided bank or card 
details to an unsolicited 
caller and has any 
concerns, then they 
should report the matter 
to us as soon as 
possible.”

building came a 
step nearer with the 
award of extra 
funds. 

The members of 
Saron have received 
support from the 
Heritage Lottery Lund to 
draw up the detailed 
plans needed to repair 
the chapel, which is a 
Grade II Listed building. 

The Heritage Lottery 
Lund has earmarked a 
contribution of just 
under £100,000 towards 
the repair works and for 
activities to help the 
community understand 
the heritage of the chapel 
further. 

The congregation now 
needs to secure match 
funding for this and 
several grant 

applications have been 
submitted. 

Lollowing a generous 
donation from the 
Llangan Community 
Council, there was 
additional good news in 
June when the members 
of Saron heard that they 
had secured a further 
£5,000 from the Welsh 


Churches Act, which is 
administered by the Vale 
Council. 

Commenting on 
behalf of the 
congregation, Jill Ham 
from Saron Chapel said: 
“This really is excellent 
news! Approval from the 
Heritage Lottery Lund 
was such a great 
achievement for us, but 
if we are to get all the 
funds for the repair work 
we need to raise quite a 
lot of money. 

Therefore the 

contributions from the 
community council and 
the Welsh Churches Act 
are incredibly helpful.” 

The members have 
also submitted other 
applications and will 
know the outcome of 
these in the autumn. 

If they are successful, 
then the long awaited 
repair works to Saron 
will start in the spring of 
next year and should be 
completed by December 
2016 - just in time for 
the popular Christmas 
concert. 

The repair work to the 
chapel is merely the first 
phase for Saron, and the 
members of the 
congregation hope to go 
on and secure funding to 
renovate the adjoining 
vestry - which would 
upgrade an important 
historical building and 
bring it back into 
community use.

Poignant tale of 
ill-fated race to 
the South Pole... 


AN expert geologist 
and geographer. Dr 
Tom Sharpe, who 
works in Antarctica 
during its summer, 
braved the heat of 
our summer to tell 
Porthcawl U3A 
members 
fascinating stories 
of the ice continent. 

His PowerPoint talk at 
the Hi Tide displayed 
wonderful pictures of 
Antarctica, which is 5.4 
million square miles in 
size - or 55 times the size 
of the UK, unbelievably 
beautiful, but not for the 
faint hearted. 

Temperatures can fall 
to more than minus 100 
degrees centigrade; 
freezing winds can reach 
200 mph; 99 per cent of it 
is permanently covered 
in ice averaging one mile 
thick and, surprisingly 
mountainous - having an 
average height higher 
than any other continent. 

No-one lives there, but 
it is a very busy place, 
with more than 4,000 
scientists in the summer 
from 30 countries 
carrying out research at 
80 stations, but only 
1,000 stay to work during 
its winter. 

Emile Marco Palma 
became the first baby to 
be bom in Antarctica in 
January 1979 and 10 
more have been born 
since. It is a land base for 
many penguins and 
husky dogs, introduced 
in 1898, have been 
banned since 1994, to 
keep it vims-free. 

The race to the South 
Pole between the 
Norwegian Roald 

Amundsen and Captain 
Robert Falcon Scott RN, 
is Antarctica’s most 
popular story, but it was a 
one-man race. 

Scott on his second 
trip to Antarctica 
naturally wanted to be 
the first to reach the pole, 
but to raise the funding 
needed for the 
expedition, he had to 
undertake a lot of time 
consuming scientific 
work and he duly carried 
out this responsibility to 
the end. 

When the bodies of 
Wilson, Bowers, Evans 
and Scott were 
discovered eight months 
later, together with his 
diary and last letters to 
his wife, Kathleen, they 
found 35 lbs of rocks 
they had carried with 
them right to the end. 

Oates, who left the 
tent saying; “I am just 
going outside and may be 
some time,” was never 
found. 

Scott had neither the 
experience nor 

comparable background 
that Amundsen had and, 
therefore, made more 
mistakes - but he was 
trustworthy. 

It is not uncommon 
today to find people so 
driven by the need for 
personal fame that they 
will do anything to 
achieve it, and from his 
scheming it seems 
Amundsen was similarly 


driven. 

He borrowed the 
Arctic exploration ship, 
Fram, from famous 
explorer Fridtjor Nansen 
to mount, so he told 
everyone, an Arctic 
expedition. He surprised 
many when he arrived in 
Antarctica with one clear 
objective, to get to the 
pole before Scott. 

This he did on 
December 14, 1911, five 
weeks before Scott and 
world leaders including 
King George V and 
Kathleen Scott, gave him 
the recognition he 
sought - but he was once 
described as “the most 
unhappy of all the polar 
explorers”. 

The bodies of Scott 
and his party were found 
eight months later, they 
were left in their tent, 
then a cross was made 
from their skis and the 
tent covered with a wall 
of snow. 

They had died of 
exhaustion, starvation 
and extreme cold 150 
miles from base camp 
and 11 miles from the 
next food and fuel depot. 

Amundsen went on to 
find further fame by 
crossing the Arctic from 
Spitsbergen to Alaska in 
an airship called the 
Norge, as airships were 
thought to hold great 
promise for travelling 
these great white deserts. 

His reputation 

replenished, he retired 
but could never come to 
terms with the British 
reaction to his underhand 
conduct. 

While searching for 
survivors of an airship

Projects by charities in 
south Wales that have 
recently been supported 
by Hilton Cardiff include 
buying specialist ski 
equipment for Pembrey- 
based Ice Cool Kids to 
enable children with 
disabilities to take part in 


disaster, Amundsen’s 
plane crashed and he 
disappeared without 
trace in 1928. 

The Terra Nova, built 
in Dundee in 1884 as a 
whaling ship, had a crew 
of 65 and cost Scott 
£12,500 in 1909. The 
figurehead was removed 
from the ship prior to 
being sold in 1913 and 
given to the National 
Museum of Wales, in 
recognition of the Cardiff 
coal masters generous 
funding of Scott’s 
expedition. 

The ship foundered in 
World War Two, carrying 
supplies to Greenland on 
September 12, 1943, and 
its SOS was answered by 
the American Coast 
Guard patrol which was 
part of their Atlantic 
fleet. 

The crew were taken 
off and the Terra Nova 
set alight, but had to be 
sunk by gunfire from the 
USS Laurel the following 
day. 

Roald Amundsen’s 
ship Fram is now 
preserved and on display 
in the Oslo Fram 
Museum. 

With his wonderful 
photographs and 

intriguing stories of this 
amazing continent. Dr 
Shape opened a door on 
Antarctica for many U3A 
members and some may 
want to follow his advice 
to ‘go and see it if you 
can’.

£16,000 bonanza 
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GP surgery moves into Maesteg Hospital 


A GP surgery has 
opened its doors in 
Maesteg Hospital 
after extensive 

redevelopment 
carried out by 
ABMU Health 
Board. 

Last year, the board 
consulted residents over 
proposals to relocate the 
GPs and staff of Bron y 
Gam Surgery to a bigger 
and better new centre 
within the hospital. 

The surgery had been 
struggling to provide the 
range of services and 
appointments it wanted 
to offer patients because 
its existing building was 
more than a century old 
and could not be 
expanded. 

ABMU hosted an 
open event which saw 
around 200 Bron y Gam 
patients take a look 
around the six new 
consulting rooms, two 
treatment rooms and 


phlebotomy room. 

They were also able to 
talk to the GPs about the 
move to the new surgery, 
which has wide 
corridors, a light and airy 
waiting room and easy 
access throughout. 

Among those present 
at the open day, and who 
has since returned to the 
surgery for a blood test, 
was 64-year-old Delyth 
Lucas. 

Delyth, who lives in 
Cwmfelin and has been 
with the Bron y Garn 
practice all her life, said: 
“I think it’s really good, a 
definite step in the right 
direction. 

“It’s a much better 
environment for the staff 
and patients. It’s very 
bright and clean, with a 
lovely colour scheme. 

“We were all very 
fond of the old surgery 
but this is the 21st 
century and we have to 
move with the times.” 

The extra space means 
ABMU can explore the 


possibility of providing 
services delivered by 
other healthcare 

specialists, such as heart 
failure clinics, from 
within the new GP 
practice. 

The new 

accommodation will 
provide space for Bron Y 
Garn to work as part of a 
network with other GP 
practices serving the 
Llynfi Valley population 
to deliver more services 
locally. 

The surgery will also 
become a teaching 
practice to train new GPs 
for the future, 
encouraging more of 
them to remain in Wales 
to work. 

Dedicated disabled 
parking and some 
additional patient 

parking spaces have been 
provided. 

The health board 
investment will also 
secure the future of 
Maesteg Hospital for the 
foreseeable future. 


For a six-month trial 
period, ABMU is also 
financially supporting 
changes to the Easy way 
bus route so that it 
includes Maesteg 

Hospital. 

The surgery opened on 
Monday (July 6). Senior 
partner Dr Sarah 
Medlicott said they were 
delighted to be 
relocating: “The 

basic team and ethos of 
the practice will stay the 
same, but the excellent 
facilities and extra space 
will allow us to develop 
new services and 

improve the delivery of 
existing ones. 

“General practice is 
under a good deal of 
pressure, and we were 
finding it hard to adapt 
within the constraints of 
our much-loved but 
outgrown previous site.

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Memories of 
wartime YMCA 
'oasis’ in Italy 

J OHN 
BERRY’S 
Porthcawl 
CA report (The 
GEM, July 2) 
evoked some happy 
memories for me 
when serving with 
the Royal Army 
Ordnance Corps in 
Italy during the 
Allied Campaign, 

1943-1945. 

At one time, the 
advanced unit in which I 
was serving was 
deployed in the historic 
town of lesi, within the 
province of Ancona. 

The town had an opera 
house, as did many an 
Italian town, but what 
was of importance to the 
army was the location of 
a small, but valued 
YMCA, with a popular 
English lady in sole 
charge. 

People today would 
not understand how 
much soldiers on active 
service appreciated the 
sound of an English 
woman’s voice. During 
the war, 212,475 women 
enlisted in the ATS, but 
the War Office refused to 
send them overseas - 
including women doctors 
serving in the ATS, who 
had wished to join the 
all-male medical corps in 
the various war zones. 

The YMCA at lesi was 
well patronised by the 
troops. Unfortunately, 
there were no facilities to 
provide food, so men 
would have to make do 
with the popular ‘tea and 
wads’, or coffee. 

I could never quite 
fathom why this odd 
mixture of biscuit/cake 
and jam was called 
‘wad’, nevertheless, the 
men bought them 
whenever they visited the 
YMCA, at the same time 
seizing the opportunity to 
chat with their hostess. 

I should mention that 
in the Second World War, 
soldiers had no leave 
when overseas until the 
war was over, unlike 
troops serving in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Europe was in turmoil in 
1945, and it took months 
for soldiers to get home. 


The YMCA premises 
also served as a meeting 
place for TOC H, an 
inter-denominational 
organisation for the 
encouragement of 
Christian service and 
fellowship; founded at 
Poperinghe, Belgium, in 
December 1915, by two 
Anglican clergymen. 

Talbot House, as 
canteen, club and chapel, 
was designed to be a 
place of rest for British 
soldiers when not in 
action. 

The regular TOC H 
meeting at the YMCA 
was conducted by a 
Church of Scotland 
chaplain. The focal point 
of the evening was the 
customary ceremony of 
Light, when the chaplain 
lights the Lamp of 
Maintenance, and speaks 
Binyon’s immortal 
words: “They shall grow 
not old, as we that are 
left grow old; Age shall 
not weary them, nor the 
years condemn. At the 
going down of the sun, 
and in the morning, we 
will remember them” 
(from The Fallen). 

Binyon’s words have 
since been widely 
adopted by the Royal 
British Legion at 
Remembrance services, 
but the record shows two 
Anglican clergymen. Rev 
PB Clayton and Rev 
Neville Talbot, were the 
true founders of TOC H, 
who were inspired by 
Binyon’s words. 

TOC H was 
incorporated by royal 
charter in 1922, the then 
Prince of Wales agreeing 
to be its patron. 

Membership increased 
throughout Britain and 
the English-speaking 
world, but, sadly, after 
the Second World War, it 
withered away. 

However, I have many 
happy memories of the 
YMCA and TOC H in 
Italy where the TOC H 
message was very much 
in evidence: “To think 
fairly; to love widely; to 
witness humbly; to build 
bravely. ”

CALL BY OGMORE MP 

Concern over £1.5 billion cut in UK grant 


HUW IRRANCA-DAVIES, MP 
for Ogmore, met council leaders 
and union representatives at an 
emergency Budget Day lobby of 
Parliament, to urge the UK 
government to give fair funding 
for Wales. 

He said that council leaders and unions 
warned that jobs and essential public 
services are under increasing pressure 
across Wales, thanks to the UK 
Government’s squeeze on spending. 

The reduction in block grant funding 
from West mi nster since 2010 means that 
the Welsh Government’s budget is now 
£1.5bn less in real terms. This reduction has 
meant cuts to local authorities across 
Wales, forcing them to slash spending to 
the tune of £720m since 2010. 


The Chancellor’s emergency Budget 
revealed additional cuts for the Welsh block 
grant, and council leaders and unions state 
that greater austerity will cause a 
systematic dismantling of the services that 
maintain the very fabric of communities 
across Wales. 

Huw Irranca-Davies said: “As public 
sector workers from Bridgend and across 
Wales brought their demands for a fair deal 
for Wales to Parliament, the Chancellor 
announced further cuts to the Welsh budget. 

“Add to this the additional strain caused 
by tightening the screw on less wealthy 
families, who will be up to £260 worse off 
according to the Institute for Fiscal Studies, 
and it is clear that Wales has taken a direct 
hit once again from this Conservative 
Government.” 

The delegation to London on emergency 


Budget day was organised by the Welsh 
Local Government Association (WLGA), 
and the three unions with members in local 
councils - the GMB, UNISON and Unite. 

Unison Wales Head of Local 
Government Dominic MacAskill said: 
“Successive cuts to local government 
spending in Wales are having a dramatic 
impact on an essential range of services that 
play a vital role for the health and well¬ 
being of the people we serve. 

“Cuts to council budgets mean less 
money for services to support vulnerable 
people, which is a false economy. For 
example with councils less able to help 
people who need care in their own homes, 
individuals are having to turn to the health 
service for help - leading to increased 
pressure on already overwhelmed NHS 
services.”

"Squeezed young have 
never had it so bad’ 


T here was a time in 
Britain when the 
Government in 
London took the view that it 
had a duty to help young 
people; if you were part of 
the generations that grew up 
between the early 1950s and 
mid 1980s (including myself) 
you benefited from that. 

Houses were being built and 
mortgages relatively easy to get. 
In the 1970s especially, if your 
income kept pace with inflation 
then your mortgage payments 
plummeted every year as a 
percentage of your income. If 
you couldn’t buy a house, there 
was plenty of council stock 
around to rent. 

There were jobs and 
apprenticeships: there were 
good work pensions available 
and you could retire with a 
pension based on your final 
salary or wage, not on what 
your average income was over 
the course of your employment. 

You could also retire in your 
50s. If you couldn't get a job 
you were helped. If you went to 
university you could get a good

grant, and you didn’t pay fees. 

You could claim housing 
benefit and you got benefits out 
of term. I was fortunate to catch 
the tail end of that. 

Now the situation has 
changed. We know that young 
people have done the worst 
since 2010, while those over 60 
have done the best. 

If you’re under 25 and in 
work you won’t get the living 
wage. You won’t get housing 


benefit if you’re under 21. If 
you have a job then you won’t 
have a generous pension or 
even a pension at all. You'll 
work until you’re 70. You’ll 
find it difficult to find 
somewhere to rent and you’ll 
find it very difficult to get a 
mortgage. 

If you go to university, you’ll 
have to pay some of your fees, 
and in England you’ll pay three 
times as much as those living in 
Wales. You’ll have a substantial 
debt when you leave. 

You’ll find there are many 
more people with degrees and 
the competition for jobs more 
severe. 

Times are tough for the 
young and you would think that 
they would get a helping hand 
from London. 

Instead, they are being 
squeezed. The UK Government 
knows that younger people tend 
not to vote and so they think 
they can target them with no 
comeback. 

Ifs time for young people to 
vote, and to make their voices 
heard - and time for a UK 
Government that cares about 
their prospects.

REGIONAL Lib-Dem AM 
Eluned Parrott attended the 
recent launch of a new report 
by the Alzheimer’s Society, 
Uhe hidden cost of dementia 
in WalesL to show her 
commitment to improving 
care and support for people 
living with dementia, and 
their carers. 

She joined Sue Phelps, director of 
Alzheimer’s Society in Wales at the 
National Assembly for Wales to 
mark the report’s release, which is 
the first of its kind to provide a 
financial breakdown of the cost of 
dementia to society in Wales. 

The south Wales central AM said: 
“The hidden cost of dementia in 
Wales report reveals that in 2013 the 
total cost was £1.4 billion, an 
average cost of £31,300 per person 
per year. 

“The report found that people 


with dementia, carers and their 
families currently shoulder around 
two-thirds of the cost themselves. 
This amounts to £298 million for 
private care social care, and 
equivalent to £622 million in 
providing unpaid care to people with 
dementia.” 

Sue Phelps, director of the 
Al z heimer’s Society in Wales said: 
‘There are 45,000 people living with 
dementia in Wales and dementia is a 
challenge that cannot be overlooked. 

“Costs of dementia will continue 
to rise unless we have a system that 
better supports both people with 
dementia and their carers. 

“We need continued commitment 
and investment to ensure that we 
deliver the improvements in care and 
research that people with dementia 
and their loved ones deserve.”

P op stars and

In the 1980s, 
however, Wilson, with 
the aid of his wife and a 
psychotherapist, made a 
return to the public eye. 
But behind the scenes, 
things weren’t as they 
seemed. 

A story with a 
cinematic bent no 
doubt, and one that has 
now been brought to life 
by director Bill Pohlad 
in Love & Mercy, Paul 
Dano plays Wilson in 
his 1960s prime and 
John Cusack plays him 
in the 1980s. 

Most music biopics 
tend to follow the same 
formula - quick telling 
of the subject’s 
childhood (with 

possible tragedy 

included), the tough 
teenage years as they 
battle their way to the 
top, become 

disillusioned by 

success, symbolised by 
addiction or throwing 
away their talent, before 
ending on a high note as 
they conquer their 
demons and realise how 
blessed they are. 

Love & Mercy 
circumvents much of 


this, even if some of the 
subject matter is present 
and correct, telling two 
fully-formed stories of 
Brian Wilson in his 
1960s pomp and then 
his life in the 1980s, as 
he recovers from 
breakdown after health 
scare after breakdown. 

As the story ricochets 
between these two time 
periods, with the rise 
and fall of each story 
strand foreshadowing 
the other, it certainly 
makes for an intriguing 
and interesting film, and 
one that is, by and large, 
very good indeed. 

Given that the film is 
produced by Wilson, it 
cuts close to the bone 
and, thankfully, falls 
short of the sort of 
behaviour most of these 
films adopt when 
turning the subject 
matter into saintly 
figures. 

Instead, the film 
shows Wilson at both 
his highest highs 
(revolutionising pop 
music with the likes of 
Pet Sounds) and his 
lowest lows (the mental 
stress placed on him by 


pushing sonic 

boundaries), with the 
clever narrative 

structure working 
incredibly well. 

Under the direction 
of Michael Pohlad, the 
film slips gears quite 
effortlessly between the 
two timeframes, with 
Pohlad capturing the 
freewheeling 1960s, and 
Wilson’s adoption of the 
times, and the 
oppression he was under 
in the 1980s, 
exceptionally well. 

It doesn’t quite dig 
under the surface as 
deeply as it could 
(Wilson, in the 1980s, 
didn’t see his family for 
several years under the 
instruction of his 
psychotherapist Eugene 
Landy, a major plot 
point here but one that 
does feel slightly 
undercooked), but for 
anyone versed in the life 
of Wilson you won’t 
need too much 
exposition. 

Pohlad draws 

incredible turns from his 
cast; Paul Dano, as 
1960s Brian, is always 
watchable, but here he is 


exceptional, bringing 
Wilson to life and 
capturing both his 
incredible capacity for 
invention and the 
fragility of a mind 
beaten down by his 
father. 

Elizabeth Banks, 
another underrated 
actress, shines as the 
woman who meets 
1980s Brian and falls 
for him, only to see their 
relationship stymied by 
the intervention of 
Landy (played here with 
steely zeal by Paul 
Giamatti). 

Her love for Brian, is 
powerfully projected by 
the actress as she aims 
to free him from the 
chains of the man who 
claims he is doing him 
good. 

The only slightly 
bum note comes from 
John Cusack - unlike 
Dano (who really pulls 
off looking like Wilson), 
there is very little 
resemblance, but the 
kooky performance 
from Cusack, while 
both good and in 
keeping with Wilson’s 
issues, feels a little too

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Four years after life-changing accident, top cyclist returns... 

Paralympic champ Simon dreaming of 
getting back in saddle at Vale fundraiser 


A cycling fundraiser 
in the Vale on 
Saturday, August 1, 
may see Paralympic 
champion Simon 
Richardson back in 
the saddle of a two 
wheel bike after a 
break of almost four 
years. 

Simon, a double gold 
medallist, suffered 
multiple injuries in 2011 
when he was knocked off 
his bike on the A48 
during his preparations 
for the London 
Paralympics. 

He suffered injuries to 
the back, sternum, his 
legs, pelvis - along with 
a collapsed lung. At the 
time he was put in an 
induced coma. 

Since then he has 
undergone a series of 
back operations and had 
to fight a battle against 
depression. 

Recently, a former 
sponsor pledged to help 
Simon by providing him 


with an electric 
wheelchair to help him 
get out of the house. 

But his fellow 
villagers in Llanmaes, 
some of whom are keen 
cyclists, wanted to do 
more to help his 
continuing recovery. 

Miguel Sutcliffe, one 
of the organisers of the 
#cycleforsimon 
campaign, explained: 
“After Simon received 
help from a former 
sponsor to get an electric 
wheelchair, we wondered 
what more we could do 
to help. 

“A weights machine 
and treadmill will help 
with his recovery, and 
anything left over will go 
to Wales Air Ambulance 
which helped airlift 
Simon when he had his 
accident. 

“The event is taking 
place at 10am at the 
Blacksmiths Arms in 
Llanmaes on Saturday, 
August 1.

enjoy. There is a choice 
of routes - one of 60km 
which heads down to 
Southerndown, and a 
36km one which turns 
back at Colwinston.

“We’re building the bike 
right now and hoping we 
can get it into the right 
position for me to ride.

(a three wheeler). 

“Recovering has 
meant dealing with 
injuries and the mental 
side.

Working with lyricist 
Hal David, the pair soon 
hit a groove that 
resulted in countless 
smash hits, an enviable 
body of work, and a 
place in the pantheon of 
the all-time greats. 

Coupled with his 
work on motion 
pictures, writing and 
scoring for the likes of 
Butch Cassidy & The 
Sundance Kid and the 
Arthur films starring 
Dudley Moore, the term 
legend, so overused in 
these times, is most 
definitely applicable to 
him. 

Taking to the stage of 
the Wales Millennium 
Centre on July 5, the 
packed crowd (having 
been nicely warmed up 
by Georgia Train’s 
melodic and stripped 
back piano/vocals 
combination) afforded 
Bacharach a rapturous 
applause that set the 
tone for the evening. 

Backed by a huge 
band, comprising a 
string and horn section, 
and fronted by singers 
Josie James, John 
Pagano and Donna 
Taylor, Bacharach led 
them through a two- 
hour show that was 
jam-packed with hits, 
and selections from a 


career littered with 
success. 

Giving each vocalist 
the opportunity to shine 
individually, the song 
choices were 
exceptional, with 
Taylor’s take on Etta 
James’ ‘Waiting For 
Charlie To Come 
Home’ the standout, 
though neither Pagano 
nor James were 
shortchanged. 

In between songs, 
Bacharach would talk 
about the music he’s 
written, why certain 
pieces he held in higher 
regard than others 
(‘Three Wheels On My 
Wagon’ is not his most 
beloved composition!) 
and about working with 
artists such as Tom 
Jones and Manfred 
Mann. 

The selections from 
his film soundtracks 
were also a delight, with 
the likes of ‘The Look 
of Love’, ‘Arthur’s 
Theme’ getting an 
airing, while the love 
theme from Butch 
Cassidy & The 
Sundance Kid was 
affirmation, if any were 
needed, of his 
compositional skills. 


played simply but 
effectively. 

Debuting a new song, 
‘Hush’, from a musical

‘ASTOUNDINGLY GOOD 
BUDGET FOR WALES’

L ast week’s budget 
was the first full

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Archbishop joins in 
the celebrations at 
900-year-old church 


THE Archbishop of Wales celebrated 
the 900th anniversary of one of Wales’ 
oldest churches this week - and was 
played in by musical instruments dating 
back to the time it was built. 

Instrumentalists from the Contraband group 
struck up their shawms and dulcimer - instruments 
from the Medieval era - and accompanied singers 
from the St Donat’s Chamber choir as they sang 
sacred music from the 16th Century, a spokeswoman 
reports. 

The festival service on Sunday was one of many 
events taking place throughout this year to mark the 
900th anniversary of Ewenny Priory Church, which 
is the most complete Norman church in south Wales 
and is still a thriving centre of Christian worship. 

The church was built by William de Londres for a 
group of Benedictine monks. Today, the building is 
in two parts - the nave, which is used for worship, 
and the monastic end (the Presbytery) which has 
been restored by Cadw. Sunday was chosen as it was 
closest to the Festival Day of St Benedict (July 11). 

About 150 people packed into the church for the 
service and joined in the ‘Wayfarer’s Lunch’ in the 
Presbytery afterwards. All around were beautiful 
displays of floral arrangements created by various 
church groups for a flower festival held over the

weekend. In his address, the Archbishop, Dr Barry 
Morgan, said Ewenny Priory had served as a symbol 
of the Christian faith for generations.

However, he added, more important than the 
building were the people it nurtured - the “living 
stones”: this building on its own cannot convince 
people that there is a God and that love, compassion 
and grace are at the heart of Jesus’s revelation of the 
nature of God. 

The Archdeacon of Margam, Philip Morris, who 
is also Priest-in Charge at Ewenny, organised the 
service. Following the lunch, he cut the anniversary 
cake made by parishioner Mrs Mary Evans. 

There was also a chance to look at an exhibition 
of artwork by children from local schools, following 
their visits to the Priory Church as part of a school 
project.

A fireman’s tale from the 
nostalgic days of steam... 


DESIGNED in 1923 by 
engineer Charles Collet 
who had followed the 
principles of his 
predecessor, George 
Jackson Churchward, the 
Castle Class locomotives, 
of which 171 were 
constructed, were an 
instant success. 

They became the mainstay 
express engine of the Great 
Western until the end of steam 
work in 1965. 

When competing against the 
larger A1 Elying Scotsman 
pacifics/specifics??? of the 
LNER and locomotives of the 
LMS in the 1925 exchange 
trials, the Castle Class proved 
themselves superior in both 
cases. 

In 1961, Canton driver Eddy 
Gerrish and myself boarded 
engine 4076 Carmarthen 
Castle, to work an excursion 
which had arrived from 
Swansea on to Weston-super- 
Mare. 

With 10 coaches on, the load 
was well within the maximum 
loading of 13-14 coaches at 500 
tons. With the signals set at 
clear and a wave from the 
guard’s green flag, we were on 
our way. 

The speed settled to 65mph, 
well inside the lOOmph these

engines were capable of, as the 
four cylinders supplied power to 
the efforts by turning 6ft 
driving wheels. 

Eiring into the 10-feet long 
firebox at regular intervals kept 
the steam pressure at 225psi, 
these engines burnt a ton of coal 
every 50-60 miles. 

Water consumption was 
about 40 gallons per mile and 
was drawn via the two injectors 
from the 4,000 gallon tender 


water tank filled at Cardiff into 
the boiler, the level of which I 
maintained at a half to three- 
quarters full. 

Arriving at Weston-super- 
Mare, the passengers alighted 
for their five-hour stay. We, 
meanwhile, turned the engine 
on the turntable ready for the 
return journey. 

Prior to leaving, I assisted 
Eddy in oiling the 200 or so 
lubricating points on the engine. 
He, in turn, helped me shovel 
several tons of coal from the 
back of the tender to the firing 
point at the front. 

Using about a half a ton of 
coal, I made the fire up for the 
return trip, which went very 
well. 

Arriving in Cardiff, we were 
relieved by the Llandore crew, 
who then continued back to 
Swansea. 

After numerous trips as a 
second man on the now rapidly- 
introduced diesel engines, I 
became disilliusioned with the 
job and likened it to that of a 
painter/artist whose paints, 
brushes and canvas are taken 
away and replaced by a 
camera - so I left in 1965.

T ODAY’S 
subject is 
from my now 
out of print book 
Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys (Cwmnedd 
Press, 1993) and 
concerns the 
legendary Fulke 
Walwyn. 

Contrary to most 
racing biographies. 
National Hunt’s 
legendary Fulke Walwyn 
was bom in Wrexham 
and not Monmouthshire. 

Fulke, who rode his 
first winner at Cardiff’s 
Ely Racecourse as an 
amateur rider, has a 
record of training big 
race winners that may 
never be beaten. 

Five Cheltenham 
Cold Cups, six 
Hennessy Gold Cups, 
seven Whitbread Gold 
Cups, five victories in 
the King George V1 
Chase, two Champion 
Hurdles and a Grand 
National. 

To list all his other 
big race winners would 
be an irksome task. 

Fulke’s father, also 
named Fulke, was 
Master of the 
Monmouthshire Hunt in 
the early 1900s and like 
his father, Fulke rode in 
Welsh point-to-points 
before graduating under 
the full rules of the 
sport. 

It was probably the 
Western Mail way back 
in 1928 which gave the 
Welsh Wizard his first

Davy Jones' rider, the 
hapless Anthony 
Mildway, had no way of 
steering his mount which 
ran out at the last fence. 
Reynoldstown came 
home some 12 lengths 
clear of Sir David 
Llewellyn’s Ego, ridden 
by Harry Llewellyn, 
later Sir Harry of 
Foxhunter fame. 

Although 

Reynoldstown could be 
considered a lucky 
winner, it should be 
remembered that he did 
carry 12st 21bs and that 
Fulke did well to survive 
three blunders in the 
later part of the race. 


everyone seemed to be 
improving and taking 
everything they were 
taught.
